MIAMI-—-Air traffic between Mi- 
ami.and New York is the heaviest 
of any two cities in the world, ac- 
cording to figures released by 
Northeast Airlines. 

These show that in four weeks’ in 
1953—two in March and two in 
September—the two scheduled air- 
lines flying the route carried 47,- 
933 passengers. Nearest competi- 
tor was the New York-Chicago 
route. 

The figures were released by 
George E. Gardner, part-time Mi- 
amian who heads Northeast. He 
is in Miami to seek public support 
for his bid to add the lucrative Mi 
ami-New York run to his com- 
pany’s pyesent routes. 

Gardner says the booming tour-

ist business will be better served by 
competition with the existing 
schedules of Eastern Air Lines and 
National Airlines. 

Gardner's Northeast Airlines 
serves New England and points in 
Canada, linking them with Boston 
and New York. He contends. that 
extenson of these routes into Mi- 
ami will open a vast new territory 
with direct connection to feed sum- 
mer and winter tourists into Mi- 
ami, providing the only direct link 
between 32 New England commun- 
ities and Florida, 
strengthening the air ties between 
Miami and New York. 

A sharp traffic increase was 
noted by Pan American Airways in 
September, a 39 per cent jump in 
traffic in the Latin American Di+ 
vision. 

Miami-Nassau traffic was up 30 
per cent for last month.
